ASKS RECOGNITION.

Counani," in South America,
Jfefuses to Submit to Brazil-

ian Authority in Spite of
Arbitration Awaid.

Fans, Fi b. 3 Adolphe Brc7et, formerlv
a e"iptaln in the Frencli armv and now
claiming to lie President of what he terms
"the Republic of Counani." in South
America, hns arrived here and is seeking
to obtain recognition of his Government
by France

Brezct snv that 'Counani' comprises
the territorv vvhieh was in dispute , be-

tween France and Brazil, and which was
finally awarded to Brazil bv a President
of Switzerland, to whom the matter was
submitted for arbitration. Brezet declares
further that the people of ' Counani" re-

fused to accept the decision of the ar-

biter, and organized a new Republic, rec-
ognition of which is now sought by all
the Powers

Accoidlng to the President of this new
Republic, "Counani" Is two or three times
as large as Ftance, with a population of
about 3.XM colonists and a million In-
dians, who support the new Government.

It Is expecteel here that Brazil will tike
measures to assert hei sovereign! over
the territory lu revolt.
